B.  C.  G.  Immunisation 

Mantoux  tests  were  carried  out  prior  to  the  visit  of  the  mass  radiography 
unit  to  enable  all  positive  children  to  be  x-rayed. 

Number  of  children  between  the  ages  of  4  and  15  years:- 

Given  Mantoux  -  222 

Positive  re-action  -  35  all  of  whom  were  x-rayed 

Negative  re-action  -  187  all  of  whom  were  immunised  with  B.C.G. 

Of  the  children  x-rayed  there  were  no  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis 


Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 

Ante  and  Post  Natal  clinics  are  held  monthly  on  St.  Mary's,  St. Agnes, 
St.  Martin's  and  Tresco.  Number  of  Yiomen  attending  -  35* 


Child  Welfare  Clinics  are  held  weekly.  Number  attending  -  101  of 
which  43  were  under  one  year  old. 

The  general  health  of  the  islanders  remains  good.
